He said that Minz had persuaded 
him that the county police were 
tiying to "frame" him and that he 
took the money to bring on the in- 
vestigation. He maintained that 
hfs previous evidence about at- 
tempts to bribe him was correct, 
and that he had told "Mr. Evans, 
former president of the Mussel- 
man's Lake Ratepayers' Asso-. 
elation," about the attempts to 
bribe him and about taking the 
money out of the^ machines. He 
said that he hoped that Mr. Evans 
would do something; about it, and 
have an action started against those 
who had tried to bribe him. 

Constable Windsor *aid that 
everything he had done had been 
in order to bring on an ln\-estiga- 
tlon to clear up "this mess" and 
expose "the gang" who had been 
bribing the police. 

The investigation will be resumed 
at Newmarket police station on 
Tuesday at 11 a.m. 

Magistrate W- N. nobinson, who 
presided over the Davies slot- 
machine case, was the first wit- 
ness on Thursday.

Newmarket town council will 
consider early in 1944 proposals 
for post-war public works. 

Reeve Fred A. Lundy, who 
some months ago was appointed 
chairman of a town council 
post-war planning committee, 
following a request from the 
Hepburn government for muni- 
cipal suggestions, told the coun- 
cil on Wednesday evening: *'In 
the closing days of county coun- 
cil a Mr. Crowder, head of the 
government department having 
to do with post-war problems, 
appeared before the council. He 
approved of the 26 municipalities 
in the county consolidating their 
plans and presenting a brief." 

"You refer to permanent im- 
provements we would make if 
we had a little encouragement," 
said Mayor Dr. L. W. Dales. 

"If sites are available for fac- 
tories the county would like 
that included," said Mr. Lundy. 

"You couldn't include that in 
the brief," said Dr. Dales. 

"Is it your wish that we get 
up a brief?" asked Mr. Lundy. 

"Yes, we will do that first 
thing in the new year." said Dr. 
Dales. 

Deputy-Reeve A. D. Evans 
said that there were huge quan- 
tities of equipment and machin- 
ery belonging to the dominion 
government that* if thrown on 
the market after the war, would 
seriously affect employment. 
"There are enough machine tools 
to last a lifetime," he said. "If 
they are thrown on the market 
what will the men who make the 
tools do?" 

Mr. Lundy and Mr. Evans said 
that the county council purposed 
to make a county survey of in- 
dustrial sites for the information 
of British industrialist*; contem- 
plating establishing branches in 
this country. 
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Reeve George 
church township was 
the stand. 

"Constable Windsor has given 
evidence. Involving the letter of 
Sept. H from Mr. McFadden ad- 
dressed to you, to the effect that 
he was instructed by your council 
not to do anything with the* 
machines but to sit tight," said 
Mr. MacTavish. 

•That's right." said Mr. Leary- 

"And not to carry out the instruc- 
tions Riven to him by Chief Stuart," 
continued Mr. MacTavish. 

"We figured that Chief Stuart 
had no jurisdiction over our 
police," said Mr. Leary. "If we 
had h«d a letter from Mr. 
Mathews saying that the magis- 
trate had ordered this we would 
have taken cognizance of it. We 
Instructed Windsor to hold the 
machines until he got official 
notice." 

Mr. Leary told of a visit by him- 
self, Deputy-Reeve Lome Evans 
and Constable Windsor to Toronto 
to see Mr. McFadden, York county 
crown attorney. "He said that he 
didn't see that Chief Stuart had 
any authority In the case. He said 
that the only one who could give 
an order was the magistrate. We 
took up several matters. We took 
up the matter of returns from the 
court. They were so vague. The 
returns from the Adelaide St. 
court gave all the particulars, who 
the parties were, what the convic- 
tion was, the fines, and the costs." 

"I take It that you would like the 
same practice to prevail at this 
court as at Adelaide St.?" asked 
Mr. MacTavish. 

"Yes." said Mr. Leary.

"I am glad to announce that, 
subject to the approval of the 
council, we have made what I 
think is a marvellous deal," N. 
L. Mathews, K.C., clerk, solicitor 
and treasurer, told the town 
council on Wednesday evening. 

"We had an original debt of 
$36,000," said Mr. Mathews. "We 
have paid off part. The deben- 
ture will be $30,000 at a maxi- 
mum. The dominion loan was at 
three percent but they had to 
pay a commission and had other 
selling expenses. The Bank of 
Toronto has agreed to take at 
par our 'total issue of $30,000 
bearing three percent interest 
with no commission paid. 

*'The yield on our last deben- 
tures was 3.23. That was for 
the clerk's office purchase, 

"This is not only a splendid 
deal, but 1 think Harry Lambert 
deserves a lot of credit." 

"Both the manager and the 
bank deserve credit," said Coun- 
cillor Frank Bowser. 

Mayor Dr. L. W. Dales said: 
"Harry Lambert has been a very 
generous public servant, both in 
time and talent. I think the

you have got a receipt for it before 
letting it go?" 

Mills: "Yes. if strict records 
were kept." 

Mr. Mills said that he had no 
place to keep machines, or liquor, 
seized by police.^ and they were 
kept at the policc'station. He sairt 
tVat Chief Constable Sloss. New- 
market, had the key to the storage 
room. 

MacTavish: "Thc crown attorney 
says It Is your responsibility." 

Mr. Mills was excused to make 
some inquiries about the machine 
j for which he had given a receipt 
Heeve George Lcarv presented re- 
turns from the Newmarket and 
Adelaide St. courts as exhibits. 

Mr. Mills resumed his testimony: 
"r understand from Chief Stuart 
that he has that machine and 
another machine down at his 

office." 

MacTavish: "That . machine was 
removed from this building without 
your knowledge or consent?" 

Mills: "Yes, In accordance with 
the usual practice." 

MacTavish: "Do you think that 
is good practice?" 

Mills: "I can see that there Is 
room for criticism, but to have a 
staff here to handle all these 
I details would be a very burdensome 
{set-up. The chief, in undertaking 
j to dispose of the machines, relieves 
me of a tot of responsibility. In 
summer T have to work five nights 
a week to midnight to keep this 
going. I employ a girl and am 
trying to keep my own practice 
going, too. I couldn't get satis- 
factory part-time help to look after 
these machines. These men have 
more experience than I have with 

slot-machines ami liquor and I look 
to them for leadership." 

Mr. MacTavish nsked what ef- 
forts Constable Windsor had made 
to get a destruction order tor the 
Davies machines. 

Mills: "X don't know what the 
efforts consisted of. He had the 
form but the information wasn't 
complete so that It could be 
signed." 

MacTav'sh: "Did you try to get 

the information from him?" 

Mills: "I can't say. My recollec-

A DEMOCRATIC WORLD 

As Christmas approaches we can all think in 
wider sweeps. We are prepared to recognize, for 
the season at least, all inhabitants of the globe 
as "God's children." The white races of this 
continent taught the Negroes whom they brought 
to this continent that they were "God's chillun." 
Our missionaries have told the same story to the 
peoples of Africa and Asia. 

Let us hope that there is recognition of this 
truth in the peace that is to come. General 
Smuts fears that Britain, having expended her 
all in this war, may no longer be a first-class 
power. It would be unfortunate if Britain, that 
fortress of freedom, ceased to be a power with- 
out first having used her power to establish a 
system of world government that leaves no room 
for "powers," a world in which the one central 
authority has the dominating strength. 

It would be unfortunate if the white races 
ceased to dominate the world without having 
first established a just system of world govern- 
ment which would assure peace and security fo r 
majorities and minorities. This talk of a world 
dominated by Russia, Britain and the United 
States is not big enough. We need to re-read 
Wendell Willkie's "One World." We must build 
on rock foundations, not on the shifting sands of 
national power. 

WE BELIEVE IN 
SANTA CLAUS 

We see things we don't believe in and we 
believe in things we have never seen. Wc 
believe in Santa Claus, though wc have never 
seen him. He is, of course, the spirit of Christ- 
mas, and the fellow who believes in giving. He 



doesn't care about getting, in spite of the adver- 
tisements which.suggest that refreshments should 
bo provided for him. St. Nicholas is a populariza- 
tion of the essential teaching of Christ, that hap- 
piness is to be found in giving rather than in 
getting. 

Not only do we believe in Santa Claus, the 
giver, but it is evident to us that most other 
people believe in him. Our churches arc filled 
with peoptc at this season of the year, singing 
the old, old carols, and listening to the old, old 
stories. Most people believe in the teachings of 
Christ, most people would sooner give than 
receive. 

Creed is a motive in this world but it is by no 
means a dominating motive. When people who 
themselves believe in St. Nicholas, Christmas and 
Christ, and who themselves give generously both 
at Christmas and throughout the year, say that 
acquisitiveness must always be the mainspring of 
our society, we arc not convinced. 

Some people seek "social success," some seek 
public approval as evidenced by election to public 
office, some merely want an occasional word of 
appreciation. Some seek the satisfaction of ser- 
vice, perhaps in public office, perhaps just in 
knitting socks for soldiers. Some may seek the 
success of doing something well, writing a book, 
or a story, or poem, painting a picture, playing 
hockey, making a garment, operating a machine, 
growing food or flowers, doing on everyday job 
faithfully, or saving lives and limbs with medical 
knowledge and surgical skill. Some seek so- 
called power. Prime Minister Churchill is said 
to live for power — ho doesn't care about money. 
Some seek to run a business well. Once they 
have "made" the money, they care little what 
happens to it. 

Some people are just plain acquisitive, largely 
because our homes and schools and libraries 
haven't been able to interest them in anything 
else, but much seeming acquisitiveness is just 
seeking after the means to social prominence, 
education, or other means to other success, or 
even the means to live and perhaps that never 
quite enough more which will give a sense of 
security. 

Let's keep the institutions we have, yes, but 
don't let us hesitate to make idealistic changes 
in those institutions, in the pessimistic be- 
lief that man is a hopelessly and stupidly 
acquisitive creature. He wants success, apprecia- 
tion, security. He wants things, but he wants 
them only so that he can ttse them or give them 
away, to his family, his friends, or his neighbors. 
The average man believes that it is better to give 
than to receive. He believes in St Nicholas, the 
spirit of Christmas, and Christianity, the religion 
of giving.

Clerk and Treasurer A. C. A. 
Willis broke some "bad news" to 
Aurora town council last Wed- 
nesday evening. 

Mr. Willis explained to the 
council that the town would 
have to put up $9,000 in 1944. as 
the final payment on pavement 
debentures which property- 
owners had been paying in, 
previous years. 

The property-owners have 
made their 15 payments on the 
debentures, but the town has 
made only 14 payments to the 
debenture-holders. Mr. Willis 
explained. 

The frontage taxes were 
levied in advance. The by-law 
was passed in December. * 1928. 
the first levy was made in 1929, 
and the first payment in 1930, 
Mr. Willis believed. 

"It may mean extra taxes 

next year," said Councillor Ross 
Linton. 

"Apparently that first $9,000 
went into general funds 15 years 
ago," said Councillor Dr. G. A. 
C. Gunton. 

"They must have been short 
of money that year," commented 
Mayor Frank Underbill. 

'They wanted to keep the tax 
rate down," suggested Councillor 
A. A. Cook. 

"That's crazy, keeping down 
the tax rate when you are not 
keeping it down," said Mayor 
Underbill. 4 

Reeve C. A. Malloy thought 
that a series of unbalanced bud- 
gets, together with the pre- 
levying of the frontage rates, 
could bring about the situation 
with which the council found 
itself confronted, namely 15 
levies collected. 14 payments 
made, and no money ear-marked 
to make the 15th payment to the 
debenture-holders. 

"I don't think next year's 
council can get by without in- 
creasing the mill rate," said 
Councillor Dr. G. A. C. Gunton. 
"The school board will need 
some money for a new school." 

"Not until after the war/ 1 said 
Mayor Underbill. 

"It's a fire trap," said Dr. 



Gunton. 

"It would cost $500 Or $600 for 
fire-escapes," said Mayor Under- 
bill. "The board doesn't want to 
ask the council for the money." 

'The life of a child is worth 
$500 or $600." said Councillor 
Gunton. 

"The tax rate should have 
been raised two mills ten years 
ago," said Mayor Underbill. 

"And it would be going down 
now," said Councillor Cook. 

'They have been telling the 
people that when the debentures 
are paid off the rates will go 
down," said Mayor Underbill. 
"But repairs will be necessary. 
Sewers and pavements will need 
more and more attention." 

"We should pay off these 
obligations now," said Councillor 
Cook. "We should levy money 
now while there is money, and 
not wait for a depression." 

Dr. Gunton thought that 
assessments should be equalized. 
Reeve Malloy thought that that 
would not help. "If the assess- 
ment Is up, and the rate down, 
you pay just the same," he said. 

"A council that wanted to stay 
in only one year could equalize 
the assessment," said Mayor 
Underbill. "Those whose assess- 
ments were lowered would be 
pleased, and those whose assess- 
ment; were raised would be dis- 
pleased. 

"We are in the same position 
as all governments," he contin- 
ued in philosophic vela "The 
reason that governments don't 
govern fairly is because the 
people they govern won't let 
them. 

"We have thousands of our 
finest boys overseas fighting 
for democracy, yet we are going 
against democracy all the time. 
People want no county council. 
Then they will want no muni- 
cipal council. They would cen- 
tralize until you get dictator- 
ship." 

As a mill on the tax rate raises 
about $1,600, Councillor Cook 
suggested that the town needed 
about a 48-mill rate next year 
instead of the present 40-miil 
rate.

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save. Some of these parcels 
drip with fruit juices and broken 
elass. Shoe boxes are used and 
are too light. They break at 
the seams. 

"Molasses, jams, etc., won't 
travel in wax containers. We 
might take a chance in our own 
parcel, but we are jeopardizing 
other people's parcels. The liq- 
uids which come through spoil 
someone else's parcel. 

•'As for chickens and hams, 
most of them have long beards 
by the time they reach the base 
post office. You can't send 
liquor or fresh fruit. 

"Our postmaster-general has 
invited us to send gift parcels at 
the low rate of 12 cents a pound. 
Therefore it is not fair to send 
{•ny thing, say silk stockings, in- 
tended for someone who has 
been kind to the soldiers. The 
British government has given 
the soldiers the privilege of re- 
ceiving these parcels duty free. 

'"Those sending parcels must 
not send inflammables. Many of 
us were sorry to hear of a fire 
at the seaboard last year at 
Christmas time, destroying more 
parcels than were lost by enemy 
action in a whole year. Lighter 

flints should be sent separately, 
not in the lighter. 

"Thi-ro are more planes going 
over than coming back. They 
are bucking head winds. They 
wry more fuel over and brine; 
the men who took planes over 
back. That is why blue air- 
mail letters do not come back as 
fast as they go over. 

"There arc between 15.000 to 
17,000 airgraph letters going 
overseas daily. Seventeen hun- 
dred letters eo on a three and a 
half ounce film. If the weather 

spoils a film, a dunlieaic film is 
sent over. So it is sure to get 
there. 

"The Germans don't want the 
men to get letters. The less let- 
♦ers they gel. the lower their 
morale, and the easier it is to 
fight them. 

"There were 11.753 improperly 
addressed parcels in the first 
27 days of Kovcmhcr. Forms 
are sent out to gel correct ad- 
dresses and in most cases they 
come back, showing lhat it was 
carelessness. As a result the boys 
don't get their parrels in lime 
for Christmas. 

"If we write fullv about 
changes in our lives, details of 
ratirmi in*, new friends, etc., they 
will understand and see it in a 
proper perspective if a complaint 
creeps in. Complaining letters 
contribute to mental break- 
downs. 

"Our postmaster-general once 
said to me that the mail to our 
boys from home is the munition 
of morale. 1 think lhat is a very 
wonderful statement. The post- 
master-general has a very big 
and important job and he is do- 
ing it magnificently."
